Nankivell Sentenced, For Lite For Attempt- 
ed Murder— Members and Rail- 
way Passes. 

Wi.N.sii'EG, March 16. — (Special) — 
John Nankivell, found guilty of the at- 
tempted murder of T. Glenwright and 
William Smith, was to-day sentenced to 
life imprisonment for his crimes. In 
sentencing the prisoner Judge Bain 
said: "It appears that you have al- 
ready served a term in the penitentiary 
here for housebreaking and burglary, 
and you admit that in British Columbia 
you were arrested on suspicion of having 
shot an Indian. It is very clear that 
with a man like you at large neither 
the property nor the lives of 
your fellow-citizens are safe, and 
it \s for its own sake society innst 
put you where you will no 
longer be a menace or a danger 
to it. It is a dreadful tiling to have to 
send a man to jiriaon for the rest of his 
life, hut I do not see that I can do any- 
thing else with you. I cannot take the 
respoiisiliility of allowing a man like you 
ever to bo at large again. The sentience 
tliat 1 iniposeon you on each indictment 
is that you be imprisoned for life in the 
provincial penitentiary at Stoney Moun- 
tain.

Authorizing the Corporation ot the City 
of Victoria to Borrow the sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of its revenue for the year 1890. 

Whereas by virtue of the "Municipal Act, 
IStrj," and amending Acts, every Muuielpality 
may, inulor the eondltions contained therein 
oorrow from any jier.scni such Bum of money 
not CKeeedliij; an amount eiiual to tho total 
amount of ta.xes upon land or real property, as 
shoHii by the revised assessment roll of tho 
Municipality for the \ear l.v.ir>, and bearing 
such rate of interest as may be requisite, to 
meet the current legal e.xpeiidiinre of the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of the 
anaual revenue before lUe revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land and improvements or real property 
shown by tiio revised a.ssessment roll of the 
Municipality ol tho City of Victoria for the year 
1895, was $262,619.05: 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex 
pendlture of the Corporation of the City of Vic 
toria for the year 1SU6 payable out of the annual 
revenue beiorc such revenue for such year he 
eonies iiayalde by the laxiiayers, it Is reiiiiisiti 
for the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding 1120,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration of the city ol Victoria enacts as fol- 
iowp:— 

.■^ee. 1. It shall be lawlul for the Cori)oratloii 
of the city of Vu toria, by the -Mayor and Hie 
I'imiiu'e Com'nittee tticreof, to borrow upon the 
credit of the said Corporation from any person 
or persons, firm or firms, corporation or corpor- 
ations, woo may be willing toadrai-cethesame, 
the sum of $120,000 in such amounts and at snch 
times as, subject as hereinafter provided, the 
same may, in the opinion nf the Mayor and the 
finaiiee t.'oinmltlee of the Council, be required 
bearinn i nieri st at a rate not exceeding lire per 
centum per annum. 

See. The money so borrowed shall be e.\ 
pemled iu defra\ ic^ tlie current legal expenses 
of tho said Corporation for t'lo year 18DC, and 
shall, together with the Interest thereon, be r 
payable and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof on or before the 31st day of December, 
1890, out of the municipal revenue for the said 
year.

Havana, Miiri'li 10. — A tiirril)lo niis- 
tako has resulled in tlio killing of a. num- 
ber of Spanish solJiei's by their fellows. 
The battalion of San Quentin was ap- 
proaching the town of Cano, seven miles 
from Havana, to save the buildings of a 
burning plantation. The town shortly 
before that had been attacked by the in- 
surgents, ami the garrison, without hail- 
ing the San Quentin battalion, and tak- 
ing them far the insurgents, returned to 
a second attack, opened on them with 
volleys. The San liucntin battalion, on 
the other liand, iiiislouk the garrison for 
the insurgents, and ehari;ed three times 
with great determination, taking 
the town. The blasts from the 
cornet anil the cries of " Viva Kspana 
on the part of the San (iucnlin Holilier£ 
were not suOicient to put a 6to|) to tiie 
fighting on either side. Before the mis- 
take was discovered the San Quentin 
battalion had lost twelve soldiers killed 
and a captain, four lieutenants and 
tuenty-seven soldiers wounded. This 
episode was pointed to as a proof that 
the .Si)anish battalion .sustained iiKire 
los.s in a I'c'w niinute.s lli;ui llicy wmilii 
have done in a great eiiga^eiiu'nt with 
tlie inriiirgen ts. Captain (ieneral W'ey- 
ler has ordered a tli(iri)UL,'h inve.stigation 
to be made iiitd the disaster. The in- 
surgents have burned the lielda, wliarf, 
and sugar depot of Dolores in the Kenie- 
dios district of the province of Santa 
Clara, ana have also destroyed by fire 
the fields anil splendid buildings of the 
Laberinto plantation. 

The insurgent brigadier, I'erquiUj Pe- 
rez, was recently in the vicinity of Jiar- 
abas, in the Remedios district, in which 
neighborhood seven countrymen were 
recently hanged for supplying vegetables 
to detachments of Spanish troops while 
DOSSing through the Batano district. 
The insurgents plundered a number of 
houses and stores and reduced ttie town 
to ashes. All of tlie doiHinu'iits belong- 
ing to the niunicii)ality and the Si)aiii.sli 
banks were burned. About si.'vty fami- 
lies arrived here to-day seeking refut;e 
from persecution upon ihe part of tlie 
insurgents, who are reported to be com- 
mitting great doijredatioiis. Hernarilino 
Fernandez, a ])romiiient citizen, and de- 
scribed as till! " fatlier " of the burned 
tiuvii, wi<s killed l)y the insurgents, who 
also burned the village ui .Muara. 

Antonio Maceo, Bandera and La Crete 
attacked the town of Bantanabo on Fri- 
day night and an obstinate light ensued. 
The garrison of the forts, consisting of 
fifty-six men, made a heroic defence and 
two Spanish gunboats in the neighbor- 
ing waters assisted by bombarding the 
insurgents. The utmost efforts of the 
iSpaniards, however, did not avail 
jirevenr. tlie insurgents rapturing tin 
town. They had possession of it for a 
time, and n])on retreating in the direc- 
tion of I'inar del Kio, they burned 
the greater part of the town. The in- 
surgents are reported to have sustained 
great loss. Col. I''iguerro, with two 
scpiadrons, .-Xguerrilhi and the battalion 
of Valencia overtook the band of I'ancho 
Perez, numbering TiOO, at the Palnias 
plantation, and, opening lire, they 
charged: The insurgents took (light, 
leaving six dead. 

At Matanzas four political 8iisj)ects 
have been set at liberty. iCnrique 
Macho, a former insurgent leader, in the 
last War, and an oflicer of the Santa 
Clara municipality, has joined the in- 
surgents with six others. 

Madiui), March Ki. — Advices from 
Havana say that Col. (_ialvis has routed 
the insurgents under Maximo tioiuez, 
killing live. The Spanish columns, it is 
also reported, continue to press Maceo 
closely. 

St. Locis, March 10. — A sjiecial to the 
Republic from New York says: Des- 
patches from Havana, sent via Key 
West, describe a berics of horrible mas- 
sacres perpetrated by Spanish soldiers. 
On March 10, in Havana province, six 
small Cuban hoys were met on the pub- 
lic road by a detachment of Spanish in- 
fantry, who shot and killed them. At 
Falinas de I'edroso the .Si)aniarda shot 
fifteen non-couibatants, among them be- 
im: a man named Perdome, a Cuban by 
birth, but a naturalized citizen of the 
United ."States.

Speculations as to How Trouble 
With Britain Would Allett 
the West Indies. 



United States Official Proposals Un- 
der Consideration by the 
Imperial Government. 



I'oitT or Si'.uN, Ttini la i, \V. I., March 
8.— A war between Ure.t Britain and 
the United States, if of any duration, 
would result in the mining of the people 
of many parts of the West Indies. Tlie 
threatened rnptura over the Venezuelan 
boundary ipiestion has made them re- 
alize this to the fullest extent. Tin; 
larger part, and by far the most import- 
ant food of the West Indies comes from 
the United States, especially (lour ami 
salt meats, canned vegi'tables, etc., etc., 
and almost all the I'oal used is .Vnieriran 
real. Deprived of intercourse u illi the 
Cnited Slates, a food jianic 
would, it id claimed, be sure to 
ensue, especially as on most of 
the smaller islaiida the merchants buy 
only enough stull' to supply their trade 
for a month at a time. Owing to the 
polygenous population it is doubtful if 
the British government would be strong- 
ly supported with volunteer soldiers 
from the island, for the Creoles are 
greatly in the majority. The West In- 
diaiiB who are not Knglish born would, 
it is believed, turn the way that would 
better their linaiicial interests. The 
black man would follow the rreoles. 

In Trinidad the sentiment is regarded 
as anti-British and is nol very well rou- 
cealeil. The sentiment is l'"reiii li . The 
ilialect spoken by the [leojile is French, 
and many of the people have French 
I blood, in their veins. Port of Spain has 
tuo daily newspapers, and an unusual 
amount of space is given uj) in each issue 
to coiiiplainlH by all sorts and conditions 
of private individuals against tlie way 
the government conducts the colony. As 
for defence, the islands of the West Indies 
have practically no such thing. There 
are companies of militia here and there, 
but their arms areoutof date. The only 
regular iroops are about St. Lucia and 
.Tr.maica, the most important naval 
stations Great Britain has in this pari 
of the world. There are about nine 
British cruisers in these waters, spend- 
ing most of their time between ."-^l. laicia 
land Kingston, .faniaica. Others, how- 
ever, are expected. 

St. Lucia is witliout doubt a very 
strongly fortilicd place, it is often men- 
tioned as the Little Gibraltar. New guns 
of the most modern and powerful make 
have been jilaced there very recently — 
since the Nicaragua all'air — and since 
the Venezuelan question has come iij) it 
is said that every ellort has been made 
to make the place impregnable. The 
same may be said of Kingston, There, 
modern guns are in place and every- 
thing Is in readiness for placing mines 
in the harbor.

MR. LAUHlER'hi SPEECH. 

We see that the Opposition news- 
papers are loud in their praises of Mr. 
J^aurier's sneeeh on the Manitoba 
School (Question. That speech iias nu- 
doiilUcdly a sood one. It would have 
been very siii<ral;ir inileed if it liad not 
been as eloquent a one as be could pos- 
sibly deliver. It is Mr. Laurier's busi- 
ness to make speeches. Oratory is his 
forte. He can furbish up threadbare 
commonplaces, give a new gloss to an- 
cient fallacies and tell an old stoi-y to 
illustrate a self-evident proposition, bet- 
ter, perhaps, than any man in this Dom- 
iniou. lie is cui phatically sounding 
brass and tinkling cymbal. 13ut what 
was the outcome of his grand effort? It 
was really nothing but a cloud of rhe- 
torical dust to conceal his retreat from :i 
position which he had held for more 
than two years. 

What has .Mr. L:uirier liecii tidvocating 
for the l:ist two years and more? Is it 
not that !i Commission be iippointcd to 
intiuire into the facts connected witli 
the Manitoba school question? That 
question he has said over and over again 
ia a question of fact and not of law. 
Nothing can be done towards its settle- 
ment until all the facts coiiiiected with 
it are known. T<j get a knowleilge -if 
Uiese facts a commission must be ap- 
pointed. The Government are goint,' 
into the business blindly and are con- 
sequently dealing with it in the wrong 
way. Let us have the facts before the 
Government takes another step in this 
most important matter. This being tlie 
line which Mr. Latirier took on the 
i\Ianilol)a school question it was 
natural to suppose that he would 
take the first opportunity that 
offered itself in Parliament to 
demand a Commission to investigate 
everything connected with the grievance 
that the denominational minority in 
Manitolia complained of. Dili he do 
tliis? Not he. His thirst for knowl- 
edge li;id been by some means allayed, 
and at the concludion of his speecii be 
made a motion, not for a Committee of 
Investigation, but that " the bill be 
read thiaday six months." This motion, 
if it is carried, will kill the Remedial 
Bill. 

This then is Mr. I.iiniier's :itlitudi' to- 
wards the riovcrnmcnt's llcincdial Hill; 
be, according to liis own accuuul, h:id 
not .siilliciciit kmuvledgc of the fads to 
vote for that bill, but he by his action 
made it clear that he knows enough about 
the facts* to kill the hill altwgclher. 11c 
threw away the oppoi t unity to iisk for 
the imiuiry which he hiul hccu iid\oc;it- 
ing for two ye:irs, ;ind he iusislcil on the 
bill being killed outright before be bail 
found out whether or not it was needed. 

Mr. Laurier has made his great 
speech, and tlie House and country 
are as much . in the dark as 
to what are his views with regard to 
the settluuient of the ijiicKtion as ever 
they were. He professes to favor a pol- 
icy of conciliation, butif the Manitobans 
will not be conciliated, what tiien? 
Would he leave thegrievanceof the min- 
ority unredressed? No one knows 
whether he would or not. But Mr, Lau- 
rior contrived in this Hiieech to create 
the imp'.oasion that he was ia sympathy 
wdtli both winiis of his jx-rty. To please 
the l''rench Uanadian and other friends 
of the Manitoba minority he stigmatized 
the Govorntnent's measure as "half- 
hearted," and to reassure the Ontario 
Grits lie gave utterance to his clever 
protest against clerical interference and 
dictation. The .speech shows that Mr. 
Laurier's political agility is wondorjul, 
but liio old Liberals who beard him 
though their ears may bave been 
tickled by Jllr. Laurier's fine phrases, 



The Vancouver News-Advertiser in an 
article on the British Pacific railway 

meeting in Victoria is ciindid euougb to 
bear testimony to the consistency ami 
the good faith of the Government with 
respect to that enterjudse. Though op- 
posed to the Government the News-Ad- 
vertiser does not follow the example of 
the Times of this city and scream " be- 
trayed " and " deceived." Looking 
backwards it finds that the Government 
bave acted fairly to both the projectors 
and the people. They have not broken 
any promise that tliey made or re])re- 
senled their position with regard to the 
enturjirise to be dill'erent from what it is 
to-day. The News-Advertiser having 
reviewed the proceedings of the meeting 
says : 

It is impossible in one article todeal 
with the merits or defects of the scheme 
and wi^ shall, therefore, defer until our 
next issue any iittemiit to do so. Jiut 
we iiKiy point out that a review of ihe 
st:itenjcnts, TOude by the two parties ;it 
llie meeting on "niursday, hrings out 
one circumstance v^ry clearly. That is 
the fact that during the past three 
years the attitude of the Government 
towards the promoters has been per- 
fectly consistent and entirely in ac- 
cord with the statements" made by Mr. 
Oavie and Mr. Turner. We refer to this 
because we have been inclined on sev- 
eral occasions toijuestion it. As to the 
position which eitliiu- of tliesegeiitlemen 
m;iy liavc led the pcoj)!e of \ ictoria U) 
believe he heUl, we say nothing. Tliere 
ia eviilently a coiillicl of opinion on that 
and they must settle it between them- 
selves. lUit the sjieecbes of Mr. Hithct 
and Mr. liodwell on Thursday ilirectly 
coiiliriiied the assertions made on the 
.Mainland on several occasions by Messrs. 
Davie and Turner in regard to the Gov- 
ernment's relation to the scheme. They 
would consider a business proposition; 
the proposition for a guarantee of $0,- 
000,000 was not a business proposition ; 
tliereforo they would nof" consider it. 
That answei' was made in A;)ril, 
is;i:l; it was rejoeated on the oth 
instant in Mr. Turner's letter, nearly 
three years later. Whatever may have 
been the ell'ect desired or expected, it is 
(|uite evident tliat the corri'si)oudeiu:e j 
and till' journals (jt the Lcgishiturc:, 
wdiicli were referred to by Messrs. Kith- 
et and 15jihvell, hiive estahlis'ied the 
fact to the satisfaction of any im|)artial 
jierson that the Government has kept 
faith, both with the province and the 
promoters, during the three years in 
wdiich this matter has been under con- 
sideration. Even as regards Victoria it 
would not be difficult Tor the Govern- 
ment to claim that if it misled the elect- 
ors of that place, it was because it 
jilaced too nnicli reliance on the state- 
ments of the promoters as to the pro- 
gress m;ule on the scheme. 

This teslimtmy is the moi eviiluable as 
it comes from avowed opjjonent of 
the Government. The News-Atlvertiser 
as may be supposed closely watched every 
move which the Government made with 
respect to the British Pacific, and care 
fully noted every public utterance of the 
members of the Government with regard 
to it. If on review it found that the 
Government bad acted a deceptive part 
and had shown indications of insincerity 
it would now be only too ready to show 
bow and when the Government had be- 
trayed and deceived those who had 
trusted them. Hut it does not do this. 
On the contrary, it declares that "during 
the past three years the attitude of the 
Government towards the promoters has 
been perfectly consistent and entirely 
in accord with the statements made by 
Mr. Davie and Mr. Turner." What has 
the Times to say to the strong testimony 
of its co-laborer in the cause of the 
ojiposiliou, in favor of the Government? 

.LV ESTIiliPlilSE KILLED. 

The House of Commons a few days 
ago knocked the Chignecto Ship Kail- 
wav in 'he lunul. This was an extra- 
ordiuarv project. Its olijecl w ;is to unite 
the r.:iv of Verio on tlie iiiirtli side ol 
the isthmus of Chignecto w ith the l!ay 
of Fnndy on its south side. .Ships fully 
laden were to be hauled across this netd; 
of land in a few lumi s t h us H;iviiig a long 
Mivage aroniid tin- iicniiisiihi of Xov:i 
Scotia. The woik was undert;il;eu bv a 
(Minip:iiiv which was to receive a subsidy 
of $170.1102 a year lor twenty years afliu- 
it was completed. It was to lie llnislied 
and In working ordei- within a specified 
time. Although the promoters spent 
three and a half millions of dollars on 
the work it is not finished. Parlia- 
ment had granted the coni|)any 
two extensions of lime ;ind 
a third one was ajiplied for this year, 
which Parliament refused to grant. The 
company was incorporated in 1882, so 
they have had plenty of time in which 
to complete the railway. But they found 
it very hard to raise money, aud the 
mercantile community of the Maritime 
piovinces had very little faitli in ilie 
))roject. Tlioy said it woulil be of no 
great use if it were in operation, and 
they did not think that it could be 
operated successfully. If this ship rail- 
way had been completed it would be the 
first work of its kind in the world; and 
if it could be worked others would, no 
doubt, bo built. A ship railway across 
Mexico has been projected, but it does 
not seem that thdro is any prospect of 
its, ever .being built. ^ ^Tti^_ Dominion

INDEPENDENT ISLANDERS. 

Tlie inhabitants of the islands of Jer- 
sey and Guernsey arc loyal subjects of 
Queen Victoria. Yet it appears that 
they are not fond of the English ai\d do 
not want to be taken for Englislunen. 
They are of French extraction and are 
])roud of their ancestry. Tiiose little 
islands are self-governed and the island- 
ers are, it apppears, very tenacious of 
their rights. One of those rights is to 
use the French as the official language. 
The London Times says : " It is scarce- 
ly too much to say that there are more 
traces of English law in Becbuanaland or 
Samoa than in Jersey or Guernsey. 
.... More than once the islanders 
have stubbornly set themselves against 
innovations which seemed to outsiders 
real improvements. Thus on a memor- 
able occasion they refused, nothwith- 
standing the orders of the Privy Coun- 
cil, to recognize the Habeas Corpus Act 
in the islands." 

The other day the Legislative .Vssem- 
bly of Jersey decided not to allow the 
use of the English language in the de- 
bates of the " States " of the Islnntls. 
This looks like contumacy or disloyalty, 
but " no one indeed," the Times says, 
''doubts lliat the decision which was 
criticised is comp;ilil)le with the contin- 
uance of that sjiirit of loyalty which bits 
Stood the test of centuries." 

Tl^e Times comments upon the exclu- 
sion of English from the Parliament of 
the Channel Islands with the greatest 
toleranci! and good nature. It says of 
the Islanders: " Nobody wishes tbcni to 
forsake their old ways; they are pros;it,'r- 
oiis and successful ; they do not meddle 
with the allairs of the outer world, and 
they have the right to say that they are 
the best judges of what suits them. Why 
should there not be small communities, 
interfering with no one and asking that 
no one should iiiicrfere with them? If 
the proposal to make the use of ICnglish 
optional in the Legislative Assemblies 
of the Islands were likely to be the pre- 
liminary to subversive changes we should 
bail the majority who voted against the 
suggested changes as true patriots, and 
not — as some of our (rorrespondent.? de- 
scribe them — narrow-mindeil ami short- 
sighted. Lut no one contemphites sub- 
versive changes. It is merely suggested 
that we are no longer living in the times 
of Duke Kollo, and that one cannot in 
these days settle everything by reference 
to the charter given by King John or to 
the famous precepte d'asnise."

Now, 
in the name ol all that is wonderful why 
should an ofTort be made to place obsta- 
cles in the way of its construction, and 
especially when Mr. Heinze and his as- 
sociates have given such conviricing evi- 
dence of their bona (ides. They hiive 
built a smelter at Ti'ail and partly con- 
Btructed a line iii railway between the 
smelter and Rosslaiid under the tramway 
bill. .Anyone aciiiiainled with tiu; siUi- 
ation would think that the members of 
the legislature would endeavor to jdace 
the Columbia Western Co. in the best 
jjosition ])OSsible to carry out its ]j reject. 
That would be common senseand ordin- 
ary business tactics. The dev elopment 
of the jirovince requires that the road 
be built. An offer is made by 
thoroughly competent i)eoi)le to build 
the line. They do not ask for a charter 
tor the purpose of peddling it all over 
the world to sell it to capitalists. They 
are, instead, prepared to invest their 
own money in it. Their ofl'er is per- 
haps the most business-like and liberal 
of any which has ever been submitted to 
the leLMslattire. Why, then, not co-(jper- 
ate w ith Mr. ileinze and assist him in 
his endeavors, it is inexplicable to me 
tlml our legislators sliouUl jnirsue any 
other course than that of aiding such a 

leme in every way in tiieir power, in- 
stead of lisienini; lo the suggestions of 
))ersonB advoc-ating only their little 
petty interests rather than the 
licneral good of the country. .\s 
I have before iiointed out tlie 
building of this line means a great in- 
centive to the investment of capital all 
along its route. It means work for 
thousands and riches for many. It will 
enhance the receipts of the government 
to a handsome amount. It is in every 
sense a sound business proposition, and 
as such it has two sides to it. The 
builders of the line should have fair con- 
sideration in the bargain. The latter 
should not be a one-sided one, and if it 
is made such, and the railway company 
is hampered by absurd and obiectionahle 
restrictions, the country will he the 
suderer. The agreement must hi; eciuit- 
ablo to both |)arties or it can- 
not be can led; out. As one ac- 
(luainted with the great possi bilitii's 
of the districts to be traversed by the 
line, I would urge upon the legislators 
of the province to do all that is in their 
power to promote the construction of the 
line by granting a reasonable charter, 
if they do not, they will simply be ol)- 
struct'ing insteaii ot promoting the 
progress of the ])rovin(,'e.

be taken on at ^'icloria. It is needless 
to point out that they will In: reiiuired to 
pay duty on these goods on arrival at 
their destination, which iiiiglic have 
been avoided bad sliipiiiiiL' facilities been 
such that would have eiiiihled them to 
procure their siiiiplies in this city. But 
this is only a single instance 
of what is occurring at regu- 
lar intervals, now that there 
are four large ocean steanisliins running 
regularly on the Alaska route, and still 
they are not able to meet the demands 
of the enormous traffic that is pour- 
ing into that northern country, 
since we see that several sailing vessels 
have iieen called into requisition. In 
the ineantiuio the inerohants of our 
luovince look supinely on at the trade 
that is slipping llirougli their grasp, 
waiting, as you naively intimate, for the 
go\ernnient to help tlioni out in the 
matter. Verily, " the guils iieli) those 
wdio help themselves." There is no 
reason, with pioiier transport facilities 
being t;iven, why our iiieichanla should 
not eaijture the bulk of this trade, as 
they did in the ohbiii diiy.s of Cassiar. 
It is certainly a desirable one as those 
accustomed to its ready bullion features 
can testify. Cannot something be done 
to arouse that old-time spirit so longilor- 
mant'.'

Eiivptiiin iiiiestidii it 
is umlerstood thiit tlio BriUsli gover.i- 
inent consulted luid obtained the ap- 
proval of a majority of tlio powers be- 
fore decidiriK upon the advance upon 
Dongohi. This makes the new Soudiin

]K)rtiUH'i: ill its bcai inir upon Great Bri- 
tain'H ri'lationa with the Eiiroppan 
powers. That tliii di-closurus liy rt'ci'iit 
events of Cireat lii-itain's LUiinplute and 
irieiidluss isolation in the community of 
nations has given a shock and a feelinp; 
of uneasiness to the responsible states- 
manship of Great Dritain has been 
frankly admitted by British statesmen 
themselves. 'I'liut iMi'^laml's clipl(ini;ii'_\' 
has been biiny w illi ellurl.'; lo iiiaki^ some 
inroad.s inti) ilie univerMiil huslile ai-niy 
of nations! lias been generally under- 
stooil. 

When the ti'i-iHs ()( the settliMiient of 
the (lispule over the lionnclarief! between 
the po^ses.-iions on the MeUonj:, in Iiulo- 
Chiiia,of (ireiit Britain and Kiane.o wore 
made known, tlie world expressed its 
wonder at the .substantial eoneessions 
matle by Great Britain, and tlio opinion 
was generally held that Great Britain 
sought to procure an entente with France 
as a consideration for these concessions. 
Many commentators professed to see 
conlirmation of this opinion in the snir- 
gestion offered by the Sultan a little later 
to Lord Salisbury, that Englancl Hhould 
regularize the situation in Ki-'ypt. It 
was suggested that the Sal tan's sntrges- 
tion was inspired by tjreat Britain it- 
self, in order to open up a course for the 
evacuation of Kgvpt, thus relieving the 
jiresent canse of irritation between Great 
l?ritain iind France. 

The announcement of the new Soudan 
campaign is clear and convincing evi- 
dence that there is to be no rapproche- 
ment between Great Britain and France. 
If further evidence were needetl of this, 
It vull be seen in tlie prolonged visit on 
Friday to the foreign office of Baron De 
Courcel, the French ambassador in 
London, ami his Bub.-iequent departure 
for Paris to impart the result of his in- 
terview to the French cabinet. Corio- 
buration of French o[iposition to the 
proposed Suiidan cain|)ai<5n is found in 
the dispatch from Cairo naming, as 'he 
exiilicil grounds of her position, that 
no movement in the .Souilan exists war- 
rant ing such a caniiiaign, and that tlie 
Khalifa Ab luUab, tlie successor of the 
late Mahdi Mohamineil Alimed, the mili- 
tary chil l under iiiin in tlie former war, 
lias lost all his authority, and has with- 
drawn his lijyal adherents from the Kas- 
sala liistrict, 

The advance upon Dongola was decid- 
ed upon by the British government with 
a view lo lh(^ favorable ellecl it would 
have upon the Italig.n situation in Abys- 
sinia, as was stated by the Times, the 
organ of the 15ritisli cabinet, in connec- 
tion with its aiinonncenienl of Ihe Sou- 
dan canipaimi. Almost eimultaneously 
with tlli^^ annou lu'cnient comes the 
news of the visit of (■oiuit Lioluchowski, 
the Austro-lluiigarian prune minister, 
to Berlin, and the statement that as a 
result the dreibund is to remain intact, 
and that the Gernitin government's ir- 
ritable attitude towards Great Britain, 
as inanifestetl over the Transvaal epi- 
sode, has been iiMdilii'd through the ex- 
ertions of Count tidliiclKJWski.

Africa, antl he expressed regret at the 
defeat of General Bnrietieri at the battle 
of Adowa. This statement brought 
forth loud Nationalist cries of "No."

Continuing, Mr. Curzon said that the 
government had for some time been 
aware of the threatened advance of a 
large force of ilervislies. The advance 
threatened three widely objective points, 
among them Dongola. The government 
had been in |)ossea.sioii of thi.s informa- 
tion since the end of February. The 
iminediai.e objectivu iioint of the der- 
vislies was perhaps Kasaala, lait there 
was an nitimato (lunger, the result of 
which could not fail to react U[ion 
Egypt. The inforniatiou which liad 
reached the government had caused con- 
siderable anxiety, he said, which had 
deepeneil since tin- report of tlu; disaster 
to the Italians ill Abyssinia. Not only 
wore the Italian forces there in 
difHculty, • but Kasaala itself is threat- 
ened l)y a force of dervishes estimated 
to be three Imndred thousand strong.

been in constant communication with 
the guvernnient of lOgypt, and the opin- 
ion of the military authorities both here 
and in Cairo was that an advance up the 
Nile is necessary. C;onse(]uently an ad- 
vance of Britisli troops had been ord- 
ered to a town one-third of the dislaiice 
between Waily Haifa and llongola, and 
it may ultimately be made to Dongola. 
Iteferring to the report that the ex- 
pedition was preliminary and -destined 
for Dongola, Mr. Curzon said that the 
future actions of the government must 
be reL'ulated by considerations not merely 
of military importance, hut of political 
and (iiiamaal moment as well. The gov- 
erameiil was convinced that the slops 
whii'li it had decided niion would act as 
a diversion from the relict of Kassala 
and also save b'.gypt from a menace 
which if left alone would grow to for- 
niidahli^ dimensious. 

Tliniiigliont Mr. Cur/.on's s]i(!erh the 
Irish nieiiibers intcrjecte 1 cries 
(.f 'Mlh." Wlien Mr. T. M. llealy, 
anionu' Mthers, cried "No" lo the 
I'ndersci'relary 's expression of sym- 
pathy with Italy, and .Mr. llealy's 'fol- 
lowers cheered, the speaker paused for 
an instant and continued : "A synijiatby 
which is not broken by a few dissentient 
voices atamisfortune which has befallen 
a nation of gallant soldiers and staunch 
allies." (Great che. ring.) 

Mr. Labouchere, member for North- 
ampton in moving to adjourn the 
House of Commons in order to discuss 
the proposed advance on Dogola, com- 
plained of llu! hypocrisy of llu! llritish 
liolii^V and claimed that linanciers were 
at the root of the whole business. Con- 
liniiing Mr. Labouchere (pioted from the 
lilue book the conversation which Mr. 
(iladstone had with the Frencli anibaH- 
dor in which the Knglishnuvn 
deflated that Great Britain would 
never attempt to re-occujiy Don_'ola. 
The result of the present policy of Ihe 
goveriiinent^ according to the member 
from Northampton, would be lliat the 
great powers would unite and insist u[)- 
on Great Britain fulfilling her pledges. 

Sir Charles Dilke, member for the 
Forest of Dean division of Gloucester 
supported the motion to adjourn and in 
so doing said that the Britisli iiolicy 
would strain Great Britain's relations 
with the Powers for years. Dongola, he 
iioinled out, was not in the direction of 
Khartoum. 

The motion was eventually rejected liy 
a votli of L'liS to IL'I). 

Cauio, March 10. — The ICgyptian 
troops have started for Wady Haifa, 
wdiere the entire Soudan expeditionary 
force is expected to be assembled on 
.Vpril 1, on which date the advance on 
llongola will be commenced. 

The Fgv])ti;ui consul slated yesterday 
that Lord Cromer, the Britisli agent, 
had stated that 1,000 British troops 
drafted at I'^uropean stations were com- 
ing here directly to take part in the ad- 
vance upon Dongola. It is reported that 
Fiance, as a guaranteeing power to 
Egyptian bondholders, will refuse her 
consent to the cost of the canijiaign, 
which is estimated at fl'.OOO.imo heing 
ehar^ied lo Ihe K_'yplian biidi^ct. In 
suppnit ijf this decisiiin it is alleged 
from I'reiicli sources that no movement 
exists 1 II t lie Soiidan warranting such a 
campaign, and Iliat, on the contrary, 
the Ivhalifa Alidullali has lost all liis 
authority and lias withdrawn with his 
loyal ndliiMcnts from the Kassala dis- 
trict, fi'ai ing assassination. 

I'.Kiti.iN, Martdi Hi. — Tlie i)roposed 
Soudan expedition of the Britisli excites 
a vast deal of attention and cuminent in 
political circles and in the press here. 
I'lie German ncws])apors, in comment- 
ing upon the proposeii Egyptian 
advance lo Dongola, Still show an in- 
tense haired for Eii'jland. The Nati'oniil 
Zeitung sorns the idea that she will do 
anylhiiiL' to help Italy in the straits in- 
to which that unfortunate p'.Mver has 
got in .\frica. and liints that l^nulaiid 
wil I acipiire Kassala as a result of the 
campaign.
